Future improvements to a busy 
south Innisfil road are being 
planned. 

Innisfil Beach Road, from west of 
Alcona to County Road 27 in Thorn¬ 
ton, will be transformed in stages 
over the next six years. 

A preliminary construction and 
widening schedule of IBR was on 
display at a public information 
centre held at the Innisfil Recre¬ 
ational Complex on March 20, which 
provided an update on the Simcoe 
County Transportation Master Plan. 
That document sets priorities to the 
2031 planning horizon for roads, 
transit and active transportation. 

A few major projects in south 
Simcoe are still a go. 

According to Christian Meile, 
county director of transportation 
and engineering, the environmental 
assessment (EA) for Innisfil Beach 
Road is still ongoing, although the 
main intersections are already in the 
preliminary or detailed design 
phase, and some construction has 
been carried out. That would 
include the IBR and 10 Sideroad 
intersection and reconstruction of 
Innisfil Beach Road west of there. 

Work on the intersection of Innis¬ 
fil Beach Road and 5 Sideroad is 
slated for 2015, followed by Innisfil 
Beach Road and Yonge Street in 
2016. 

The widening of Innisfil Beach 
Road (County Rd. 21) to four lanes 
west of 20th Sideroad is slated for 


2017, although there are issues with 
the intersection where the two busy 
roads, and a GO train track, share 
close quarters. That intersection is 
slated for reconstruction in 2015, but 
according to the county, planning 
for the intersection centres around 
talks with Metrolinx, which operates 
the Go trains. 

"The county has been in discus¬ 
sions with Metrolinx officials over 
the last two years to purchase land 
that would allow the county to make 
improvements to the road," Meile 
said. "We are hopeful that the land 
purchase process with Metrolinx will 
be approved shortly and that road 
improvements will proceed as 
planned." 

Metrolinx would not comment on 
the discussions. 

The EA for the stretch of IBR to 
Yonge Street is still ongoing and 
alternative transportation elements 
(e.g. , bicycle trails) are still under 
consideration. "Nothing has been 
decided," Meile said said at the 
information centre. 

The widening Yonge Street 
(County Rd. 4) to four lanes from 
Innisfil Beach Road to Bradford's 
northern limits is ongoing. 

The environmental assessment for 
the stretch of Yonge from Bradford 
north to County Road 89 has been 
completed and is now in preliminary 
design. The budget estimate for that 
project is $35 million and construc¬ 
tion is not expected to begin before 
2016.

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EU should 
lift seal 
hunt ban 

T he European Union's ban on Canadian seal prod¬ 
uct imports is total nonsense. 

That's why we're glad to see the government trekked 
up to Geneva this past week to challenge, once again, 
the ban in front of the World Trade Organization. 

The ban was first enacted in 2009. Canada appealed, 
but in 2013 the appeal was rejected. The final decision 
will be made next month. 

"This (seal hunt) has been going on for thousands of 
years," Environment Minister Leona Agluklcaq told the 
Sun Media editorial board in a conference call. 

"It's very well regulated. It's humane. It's sustain¬ 
able." Right now Canada's quota on the seal hunt is 
400,000. But last year it didn't even hit 100,000. 

And as the Fisheries and Oceans Canada website 
notes: "Only individuals with a valid sealing licence, 
or Aboriginal peoples participating in a subsistence 
hunt in designated areas, are legally allowed to harvest 
seals." It's not like it's a legal wild west out there. But 
that apparently isn't enough for the activist mentality 
that's taken over the EU. 

They know all this, yet their decision involved 
"public moral concerns." 

This is a total double standard in more ways than 
one. 

For starters, Greenland is still allowed to import seal 
products to the EU. Why should Canadian sealers be 
disadvantaged? 

But more importantly: What about free trade? 
Canada is currently negotiating a comprehensive free 
trade agreement with the EU. But random exemptions 
based on moral reasoning isn't exactly our definition 
of free trade. 

This is all based on activist rhetoric. 

The logic employed is ridiculously all encompass¬ 
ing. Yes, seals die in the seal hunt. But cows and chick¬ 
ens die for the meals we eat everyday. 

As Agluklcaq says, "What will be next? The cod? The 
chicken? The lobster?... This is much broader than the 
seal issue." 

"There's nothing to stop anyone from going forward 
to the WTO on moral issues," Agluklcaq adds. Meaning 
something you do in your day-to-day life could be tar¬ 
geted next! 

We're not optimistic on the outcome. Why should 
we be? International bodies love to busy themselves 
going after low-hanging fruit targets in prosperous, 
law-abiding countries like Canada and the United 
States. This is just one more example.

Why care about Earth Hour? 

Most people are upset to hear about 
parents who have the means but don't 
provide their children with basic needs. 
We want things like the best health care 
and education for our kids, because we 
want them to have a good future so their 
life will be at least as good as ours. 

But are we ignoring or giving little 
attention to an important part of a good 
future - a healthy environment including 
a decent climate? 

Most of us believe there are some 
things we can't possibly change, like the 
weather. But that's no longer true. With 
the shrinking summer sea ice, just ask the 
Inuit in the Arctic how much their long¬ 
term weather and the climate has 
changed. 

Scientists tell us most of the rise in 
average world temperature in the last 100 
years is due to our heavy use of fossil 
fuels, as well as continued cutting of the 
world's forests for more farmland and 
cities. The resulting growing blanket of 
carbon dioxide and other greenhouse 
gases is trapping more heat and throwing 
the earth's energy balance off. 

This is increasing melting of the gla¬ 
ciers and rising sea levels, droughts in 
some areas and other extreme weather 
including floods and even periods of cold 
weather. These facts of our changing 
world will obviously make life harder for 
future generations. 

Earth Hour, on the last Saturday 
evening in March, is a time to remind 
ourselves of the connection between 
ongoing climate change and our personal

responsibility for the overuse of energy, 
especially from fossil fuels. 

Since we do care about our kids' 
future, we need to start by making the 
easy changes in our lives - conserving or 
not wasting electricity by shutting off 
unneeded lights and electronics, lower¬ 
ing thermostat settings by a couple 
degrees, switching to energy efficient 
lights bulbs, drying clothes outside and 
driving less, as well as using less fuel by 
good vehicle maintenance and driving 
more efficiently (10 kilometres an hour 
slower uses 10% less fuel, creating 10% 
less greenhouse gas. Most of us can even¬ 
tually drive smaller, more fuel-efficient, 
less polluting vehicles. Instead of buying 
a smaller SUV, why not get a hybrid and 
use almost half the fuel? Walk, bike or 
take public transit. There's lots more 
ideas we can learn from local hydro web¬ 
sites, World Wildlife Foundation, the 
David Suzuki Foundation, etc. 

All of this will save us money, so why 
not do it now! 

Those of us who can afford it should 


invest in whatever will save energy from 
Energy Star appliances like front-loading 
washing machines and dryers to solar 
panels for your roof, or perhaps an elec¬ 
tric car. 

Don't forget to plant and care for trees 
wherever possible. If you can, donate to 
help save more rain forests, nature's 
super vacuum cleaners for balancing the 
carbon dioxide in the atmosphere. 

The time for excuses justifying inac¬ 
tion has long passed. The young people 
need to think about what kind of future 
they want and do their part, while the rest 
of us need to show that we really do care 
about their future. Those doing some 
things should try to do more. 

The rest need to get on the band¬ 
wagon. The sooner we seriously start to 
do the job of controlling climate change, 
the easier and less costly it will be. We 
need to encourage each other to do as 
much as possible and also hold industry 
and government accountable to do their 
part as well. Let the politicians know we 
expect help to make sure that future gen¬ 
erations can have a decent life. 

Tommy Douglas, the father of Cana¬ 
dian public health care and voted the 
most famous Canadian, said "take 
courage because it's not too late to make 
a better world." 

Think about it in the dark of Earth 
Hour next Saturday, and let's be sure that 
a better world comes about by the 
changes we make in our lives!

Fair Elections Act needs much work 


Election Day is a time when all Cana¬ 
dians, no matter their wealth, health or 
status, are equal. Each has the same say 
in choosing our government. 

Yet alarmingly, the integrity of our 
democracy is threatened by three over¬ 
whelming problems in the Conservative 
government's Fair Elections Act, Bill C-23. 

Every Canadian is constitutionally 
guaranteed the right to vote, yet accord¬ 
ing to the Chief Electoral Officer, C-23 
risks excluding the vulnerable and mar¬ 
ginalized by eliminating the use of vouch¬ 
ing to prove your address. 

While most people can prove their 
address with a driver's license, not every¬ 
one can. Seniors living with their children 
may not even get a bill in their name, 
much less have a licence. Students move 
often, and may not have ID with their cur¬ 
rent address. Indian status cards do not 


include an address. For many in these 
groups, vouching by another elector is the 
only way to prove where they live. 

Indeed, in the last election, 120,000 
active voters relied on vouching—but if 
C-23 passes they could be shut out. The 
government claims it is concerned about 
the error rate with vouching, yet the vast 
majority of these mistakes are strictly 
record-keeping errors by poll workers. 

There is no evidence to suggest that 
vouching allowed people to vote when 
they weren't eligible. 

Another pillar of our democracy is a 
level playing field, created through 
spending limits that ensure big money 
doesn't drown out other voices. Yet C-23 
exempts 'fundraising' from spending 
limits, which could allow partisan mes¬ 
sages to be sent without it being reported 
to Elections Canada. 


Finally, C-23 also bans Elections 
Canada from encouraging Canadians to 
vote. No other country in the world 
imposes this restriction, and in an era 
when voter turnouts have declined to 
worrying lows, this restriction is exactly 
the wrong way to go. 

Despite these concerns, there are 
some helpful measures in C-23, like 
adding another advance polling day or, as 
I proposed in a Private Member's Bill two 
years ago, increasing penalties for those 
who break the rules. 

Canada's democracy is a model 
around the world. If we are going to stay 
that way, the Conservatives must fix the 
Fair Elections Act.

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Winter weary residents ready for spring

It might say spring on the calendar, but 
area residents have other words to describe a 
winter that just keeps hanging on. 

"The words fatigue, ticked off and ready for 
spring come to mind, especially in light of the 
pretty cold temperatures of the last few days," 
said Environment Canada meteorologist 
Geoff Coulson. 

"Every winter tends to have a story. Some¬ 
times it's snow amount, sometimes it's the 
mildness. This particular winter of 2013-14, 
the big story is the cold, not just for the Barrie 
but for a good portion of Canada east of the 
Rockies," he added. 

"In mid-Ianuary, we did have a stretch from 
Ian. 10 to 15 where we did get above zero 
pretty much everyday. Other than that, we've 
been in a deep freeze." 

But there is a glimmer of hope as plus-6 
degrees Celsius temperatures are anticipated 
in a few days, Coulson added. 

"There is, finally, a return to more seasonal 
temperatures in the forecast for the end of the 
week and heading into the weekend," he said. 
"Friday, we're looking at a storm system 
coming in from the American south-west 
which could be a rain event." 

Milder temperatures can't come quickly 
enough for Nancy Drever, who summed up 
her take on the winter that first saw snow fall 
way back in October. 

"Too long, too much snow and it's been 
cold," she sighed. "I have a little dog and I 
can't take her out because it's so cold. 

"We haven't had a winter like this in a few 
years. People have to sneak out of their drive¬ 
ways because the snow banks are so high." 

Coulson said mild spells — which normally 
break up long stretches of cold and help 
shrink those towering snowbanks — just 
didn't materialize this year, resulting in large 
accumulations across the region. 

"We're dealing with snowpaclc in the tradi¬ 
tional snow belt areas of eastern Georgian 


Bay and down into Orillia, Barrie and out to 
Wasaga Beach and Collingwood and there is 
a lot of it this year," he said. 

"We had a lot of lake-effect snow and 
through the course of the winter we got hit by 
a couple of pretty big snow systems and 
larger systems as well. This year, after those 


big snowfalls, it just got cold again and the 
snow definitely hung around." 

While it's definitely been snowier than 
normal, Coulson said we're not getting into 
record territory with respect to snowfall 
amounts. 

Since the first local snow event in October

2013, 293 centimetres of snow has fallen at 
the Shanty Bay recording site. The average is 
264.7 cms and the most snowfall recorded 
was the winter of 2000-01 when 438.8 cms 
fell. 

While many of us would love to see some 
double-digit temperatures, we should be 
careful what we wish for, he added. 

"It will make that snow melt too fast. If 
there is a silver lining to the slow start to 
spring, it could be allowing that snowpack to 
go down in a more gradual sense, as opposed 
to all at once," Coulson said. 

City of Barrie crews have had a busy winter 
dealing with all the snow and are now prepar¬ 
ing for the inevitable thaw, according to Craig 
Morton, manager of roads and parks opera¬ 
tions. This season, from November to the end 
of February, the city is $1.7 million over 
budget for winter control. 

"With warmer temperatures, the city has 
been working to clear catch basins from snow 
and ice in areas that have been known to be 
prone to flooding in the past. This will help to 
prevent pooling of water and potential flood¬ 
ing," he said. "Staff are out patrolling streets 
to identify and address flooding issues on city 
streets as they arise." 

Residents can help to protect themselves 
from flooding by removing snow and ice from 
drains or catch basins that are usually located 
at lower points near the curb of the road, 
Morton said.

At this stage, the county is still looking at 
the possibility of including some type of trail 
within the right-of-way along Yonge Street, 
despite a number of bottlenecks that could 
restrict the amount of property available. 

Rachelle Hamelin, county planner and 
transportation master plan project co-ordina- 
tor, was optimistic that a trail could be 
included in the design. 

But senior project manager David Richard¬ 
son, of the MMM Group, said there was a 
need to "look at the road platform, look at the 
right-of-ways. 

"There are a lot of choices that have to be 
made," based on traffic "volumes, speeds, the 


number of trucks, the topography," before the 
proposals can go "from lines on a plan to 
facilities on the ground." 

Many of the comments at last week's 
public information centre dealt not with 
roads and infrastructure but with public tran¬ 
sit, especially the need for a county-wide 
transit system. 

The transportation master plan proposes a 
less direct role for the county as a facilitator 
for municipal transit, co-ordinator of transit 
systems and 'change agent': negotiating with 
GO Transit and Metrolinx to extend GO train 
and bus service beyond the existing corri¬ 
dors. 

Hamelin also recommends the county 
continue to explore funding and partnership

WORKERS THREATENED 

A43-year-old Innisfil man is facing several 
charges after police say he pulled a knife and 
baton on telephone company employees working 
in front of his Innisfil home. 

According to South Simcoe Police, officers 
were called to a residence Friday after the man 
became agitated and began yelling at three tele¬ 
phone company workers who were working in a 
ditch outside the home.

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Science takes dip at cardboad boat races

So, what can you learn from building a boat 
made out of cardboard? 

Principles of construction, for one thing. 
Team work, problem-solving, communica¬ 
tions. 

And what happens when cardboard sits in 
water for an extended period of time. 

The Ontario Youth Apprenticeship Pro¬ 
gram hosts the annual Cardboard Boat Races 
in Simcoe County every spring, open to 
Grade 8 students interested in design and 
construction along with a day of competition 
at a Simcoe County pool swimming pool. 

Races were held at the Innisfil Recreational 
Complex YMCA aquatics centre on March 20 
and students from schools across South 
Simcoe competed, including W.H. Day Ele¬ 
mentary in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
Alcona Glen Public School, Goodfellow and 
Holy Cross in Innisfil. 

Students are challenged to design and 
build a boat using cardboard, duct tape, con¬ 
tact cement, string and a single paper clip, 
then face the ultimate challenge: to see if 
their vessels are seaworthy. To earn points, 
boats have to be capable of carrying two stu¬ 
dents for at least two minutes, without sink¬ 
ing or falling apart. Additional points are 
earned by adding more weight, and still stay¬ 
ing afloat. 

Wade Tower, of OYAP explained the rules 
to the teams, including the fundamental: "If 
your boat sinks, you're out of the contest." 

Winner was Minesing Central Public 
School, which had a top speed of 26.9 sec¬ 
onds, and held close to 220 lbs. West Bayfield 
Elementary came in second place, holding 
the most weight at 400 pounds. 

The record weight? 

"One year, we had seven Grade 8 students 
float for two minutes. That's 680 lbs.," said 
Tower - a record that still stands, at least until 
next year's boat races.

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Surerus reward announced 


Man found dead on 
Grove Street in Barrie

Anna Milligan knows no amount of money 
is going to bring her son back. 

But Milligan and the Barrie Police Service 
are hoping a newly announced reward of 
$50,000 could help convince somebody who 
knows something about the death of Jake 
Surerus to speak up now. 

“Somebody out there knows what hap¬ 
pened/' Milligan said at a news conference 
held earlier this week at the Bell Farm Road 
police station. 

Her voice strong but wavering slightly, Mil¬ 
ligan begged for information about the night 
her 25-year-old son died almost one year ago. 

“I am coming forth to plead to you, for 
Jake's family, his friends and for myself. 
Please come forward and share whatever you 


know. Please help us to know what happened 
in the last hours of his life," she said. 

“Nothing will bring him back, but it will 
make a difference," Milligan added. "Answers 
to what happened will allow us to focus on 
our memories and not the unknown." 

Surerus had moved to Barrie only one 
month before he was killed on May 23, 2013. 

Having been arrested on marijuana 
charges when he was 18, his parents figured a 
night in jail might straighten him out. 
Instead, in a horrible case of mistaken iden¬ 
tity, the young man was severely beaten in 
jail, leaving him with brain damage. 

Later, a second beating at the hands of his 
drug-addled acquaintances further impaired 
his judgment. 

Surerus slowly gained back his physical 
health, but remained involved with the drug 
crowd. In fact, police now believe he was in 
contact with dealers during his last month 
alive in Barrie. 

Det.-Const. Sarah Frith, with the Barrie 
police homicide unit, said they believe Sure¬ 
rus associated with people from the Greater 
Toronto Area in the drug-trafficking trade. 

“Unfortunately, Jake became involved with 


drugs and developed a drug dependency," 
Frith said at the news conference. “His addic¬ 
tion, we believe, led to his further involve¬ 
ment in the drug trafficking trade and also to 
a subsequent and recent association with 
parties from the Toronto area, with parties 
who were trying to infiltrate the criminal 
activities in our city. 

“Some of the people we have looked into 
have associations to gang member activity, 
however, we don't know at this point whether 
it (his death) is involving gangs," she added. 

Frith reiterated the facts of the murder 
investigation, saying police know Surerus left 
his apartment on Bayfield St. between the 
hours of 2 a.m. and 5:30 a.m. on the morning 
of May 23. 

Although she won't say whether it was the 
416 or 905 area code, Frith said sources have 
confirmed he received a call on his cellphone 
from the GTA and left his home shortly after. 

Surerus and his phone were found shortly 
before 6 a.m. on the grass boulevard at the 
corner of Grove and Davidson streets by a 
passerby. 

Police have since concluded he was possi¬ 
bly dragged by a vehicle which resulted in his 


body striking the light standard with such 
force that he died at the scene. 

After canvassing the businesses, residents 
and schools in the area, Frith admits police 
are offering the reward at this time because 
their investigation has come to a standstill. 

“At this time, we have hit a wall of silence. 
We're looking for more information, we're 
looking for somebody who knows some¬ 
thing," she said. "We know there's somebody 
out there that has this information and we're 
asking for them to come forward." 

After Milligan and Surerus' family mem¬ 
bers had left the station, Police Chief Kimber¬ 
ley Greenwood said she believes the $50,000 
reward will encourage people to remember 
his death. 

“It does stimulate conversations, it does 
stimulate the community to come forward 
with information," said Greenwood, adding 
there is a vigorous process in place to deter¬ 
mine the veracity of the information sup¬ 
plied. “We hope this reward will generate 
interest and discussion in Barrie and in the 
Greater Toronto Area and people will come 
forward with information that will assist in 
the investigation."

Knock knock. Beware. Why door-to-door 
sales are not for HVAC equipment 


(NC) Think it's safe to buy heat¬ 
ing or cooling equipment from a 
door-to-door salesperson? Think 
again. 

Thousands of Canadians get 
taken in each year by unscrupu¬ 
lous salespeople coming to their 
door selling everything from hot 
water tanks to new furnaces. They 
say they're from a legitimate busi¬ 
ness or utility company and seem 
to have all the bells and whis¬ 
tles - a nametag, an official-look¬ 
ing clipboard. But in fact they are 
attempting to persuade unsus¬ 
pecting homeowners to buy prod¬ 
ucts they don't need, and at an 


inflated price. 

Sad thing is, they're very con¬ 
vincing. They might tell you your 
furnace is outdated, against code, 
dangerous even, or that you are 
being overbilled. They aim to 
frighten, and in some cases con¬ 
vince people to sign into multi¬ 
year rental or payment schemes 
that are impossible to get out of. 

“These salespeople are misrep¬ 
resenting themselves and they are 
very belligerent and very aggres¬ 
sive/' notes Nancy McKeraghan of 
Newmarket-based Canco Climate- 
Care. “We had one customer who 


was paying $29 a month to rent a 
thermostat, when a good program¬ 
mable thermostat, installed, costs 
around $150!" 

You can protect yourself by 
checking to see if the seller has 
a well-marked vehicle and ask¬ 
ing for proper identification. Ask 
them to leave their business card, 
and advise them you will contact 
them at a later date once you've 
done your due diligence. If they 
insist the offer is limited to that 
moment, this should set off warn¬ 
ing bells. And never, ever, let them 
into your home unless arranged 
in advance, once their credentials 


have been assessed. 

Utility companies and respected 
heating and AC suppliers rarely 
sell door-to-door. Similarly, if a 
utility is servicing an area, it will 
inform residents in advance, and 
never ask to see a bill as it already 
has that information on file. 

When buying or renting a water 
heater, furnace or air condi¬ 
tioner, do it from a trusted store 
or through a licensed contractor. 
Make sure you have plenty of time 
- days even - to review the prod¬ 
uct information, the options and, 
most importantly, the fine print. 


If you want to buy something 
at your door, best to stick to Girl 
Guide cookies and other small 
purchases.
